IT MAY BE TRACED AS FAR BACK 
A3 THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

In St. Nicholas Frank II. Vicetel- 

Iy has lold "The Story of the 
w heel," tracing Ihe evolution of the 
bicycle. Mr Visetelly says: 

Ii has been often said that "to 
irace the origin <>r tbe bicycle we 
must go hack to the beginning of 

the century," and as this has not 
been denied it is probably true. I 
shall try to show that the bicycle 
grew from experiments In the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 

and that t he cehrilere, I'nsl invent- 
ed in 1690, Was the earliest form of 

the "safety" of to-day. The first 
attempts to ride wheels date back 
as far as the fifleenlh century. 

True, the machines then made 

were crude, clumsy and imperfect, 

yet they deserve mention, for they 

were a distinct step in the history 
Of the wheel.
